Our  very  limited  promotion  budget  makes  it  impossible 
for  us  to  "buy  advertising"  in  other  media;  on  top  of  that,  we  are  not  a  format  station,  so  we  can't  just  put  out 
a  slogan  or  two  about  "great  news"  or  "beautiful  music"  to  attract  mass  attention.  So  we  turn  to  you  for  help. 

You  can  be  our  most  effective  public  relations  agent,  just  by  telling  the  people  you  know  about  your  favorite 
program  on  KPFK!  There's  more  you  can  do:  we'd  love  to  provide  you  with  a  stack  of  Folios  and  other  promo- 
tional material  to  take  to  your  meetings,  schools,  libraries  or  other  daily  activities.  How  about  getting  a  mention 
of  a  relevant  program  in  your  organization's  newsletter?  Or,  if  you  can  set  it  up,  we'll  be  happy  to  come  and 
speak  to  your  group  about  KPFK.

ANNOUNCING:  THE  KPFK  FILM  CLUB  CLASSIC  FILM  SERIES 


When  the  Film  of  the  Month  Club  began  six  years  ago,  our 
programming  was  a  mix  of  classics,  obscure  international 
films,  and  Hollywood  productions.  Attendance  figures  indi- 
cated that  the  majority  of  members  preferred  the  new  Hol- 
lywood films,  and  since  these  are  available  to  us  free  of 
charge,  it  was  easy  to  leave  the  rental  films  behind. 

Increased  familiarity  with  the  Los  Angeles  film  scene  has 
revealed  that  there  are  too  few  opportunities  to  view  ma- 
ny of  the  fine  films  of  the  past,  particularly  older  foreign 
films.  We've  decided  that  screening  these  films  need  not 
preclude  showing  our  current  fare,— we'll  simply  do  both! 

Currently  we're  studying  the  best  way  for  this  service  to 
work  for  you  without  placing  excessive  burdens  on  the 
station.  We'll  be  going  through  a  preliminary  trial  period 
to  see  what's  best.  For  example,  whether  or  not  reserva- 
tions will  be  needed.  We'll  probably  have  them  at  first. 

We  will  be  obtaining  these  classic  films  through  traditional 
16mm  rental  sources;  and  we  will  be  limited  to  screening 
them  at  theaters  with  16mm  projection  facilities.  That 
means  that  we  won't  be  able  to  provide  the  usual  geogra- 
phic spread.  Inasmuch  as  the  majority  of  our  members 
seem  to  live  in  or  near  the  West  Side  of  L.A.,  and  since 
the  major  available  theater  is  the  Fox  Venice,  that  will 
probably  be  the  site  of  most  of  the  Los  Angeles  screen- 
ings. Venice  is  a  nice  place  to  visit,  so  we  hope  that  mem- 
bers who  choose  to  make  the  drive  will  find  other  worth- 
while activities  in  the  area. 


We'll  also  be  investigating  the  possibility  of  setting  up 
screenings  of  these  films  in  the  Orange  County  /  South 
Bay  area,  but  before  we  can  go  ahead  we'll  need  (A)  a 
suitable  donated  theater  and  (B)  a  hard-working  local  vo- 
lunteer crew.  If  you'd  like  to  start  working  on  this  pro- 
ject, please  get  in  touch  with  Assistant  Manager  Anita 
Styles. 

Note  that  these  films  will  be  in  16mm,  and  projected  a 
considerable  distance.  Additionally,  rental  prints  generally 
have  been  around  for  a  while.  Nonetheless,  we  feel  that 
these  films  are  so  engrossing  that  lower  print  quality  will 
be  tolerable.  If  we're  wrong,  tell  us!  (we  can't  get  better 
prints,  but  we  could  call  the  whole  thing  off.  .  .) 

Finally,  we'd  like  the  Classics  Series  to  serve  your  inter- 
ests, so  we'd  like  to  hear  from  you  about  which  films  you 
would  like  to  see.  The  October  Folio  will  contain  a  ques- 
tionnaire on  which  you  can  tell  us  about  your  current  film- 
going  habits,  the  films  you'd  like  to  see,  and  your  ideas  a- 
bout  the  administration  of  this  new  Film  Club  service. 

October's  film  will  be  Mario  Monicelli's  stunning  look  at 
early  Italian  industrial  labor  activity,  "The  Organizer," 
starring  Marcello  Mastroianni.

FRONTIERS  OF  A  NEW  AGE 

Judy  Walker,  host  and  producer  of  that  program 
(Sundays  at  10  a.m.),  has  completed  her  current 
cycle.  Her  goal  was  to  present  to    you  the  best 
people  in  the  various  fields  of  "new  age"  pheno- 
mena. After  15  years  of  research,  study  and  acti- 
vism in  the  field,  she  knew  who  she  wanted  to 
present  to  you.  Now  that  her  goal  has  been  a- 
chieved,  Judy  will  take  a  leave  from  KPFK,  ex- 
cept to  do  an  occasional  program  which  will  be 
aired  on  "Something's  Happening"  and  announced 
in  the  Folio.  We  are  grateful  for  the  frontiers  she 
has  opened  on  her  program,  and  for  her  high 
sense  of  purpose.

We  also  bid  farewell  to  Bio-Meditation. 

But  hello  to    Bio-Cosmology,  a  new  two-hour 
program  with  Jack  Gariss  on  Sundays,  9:00  to 
11:00  a.m. 

Jack's  program  has  undergone  many  changes 
in  its  13  year  organic  growth  at  KPFK.  Initially 
beginning  as  "The  Mystic  Circle,"  a  middle-of- 
the-night  2  hour  program,  Jack  presented  the 
history  and  cosmology  of  all  the  great  religions, 
east  and  west.  That  was  completed  in  the  first 
week.  Then  the  program  grew  into  an  experien- 
tial presentation,  allowing  the  listener  to  learn 
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for  him/herself  the  various  states  and  feelings 
which  are  so  painstakingly  described,  theorized, 
structured  and  presented  in  the  various  litera- 
tures, ancient  and  modern.  "The  Mystic  Circle" 
grew  into  "The  Wayless  Way,"  a  Taoist  flavor, 
yet  free  from  any  particular  "faith  trip"  as  Jack 
calls  the  myriad  of  definitions,  expectations, 
superstructures,  explanations,  categorizations 
and  verbalizations  which  comprise  our  various 
inner  traditions.  The  program  continued  to 
grow  in  audience  size  and  loyalty  beyond  any- 
one's expectations. 

In  1968,  Jack  and  Jeannette  became  interested 
and  intensely  involved  in  the  new  bio-feedback 
movement,  and  became  pioneers  in  the  use  of 
bio-feedback  for  meditation,  insight  and  mind 
expansion  as  opposed  to  its  general  use  in  the- 
rapy, control,  healing  and  behavioral  direction. 
They  left  the  airwaves  in  1972  for  several  months 
and  returned  late  that  year  as  "Bio-Meditation," 
with  scientific  instrumentation  and  technological 
innovation  added  to  mystical  theory  and  experi- 
ence. 

Over  the  past  few  years,  Jack's  program  has 
become  increasingly  concerned  with  the  new 
frontiers  and  ideas  in  the  scientific  and  techno- 
logical worlds  as  they  relate  to  our  life  experi- 
ence. The  frequent  on-the-air  meditations  and 
the  experiences  he  presented  with  us  were  gradu- 
ally replaced  with  studies  of  subatomic  particles, 
astrophysics,  the  socio-biographies  of  those  who 
built  our  20th  Century  universe,  black  holes, 
anthropology  and  the  search  for  extra-terrestrial 
intelligence. 

Jack  has  wanted  to  return  to  some  of  the  old 
experiential-experimental  explorations,  but  not 
at  the  cost  of  the  study  of  the  external  world 
as  is  being  discovered  with  20th  Century  science— 
ever  blending  in  its  theory  with  the  mystic  per- 
ception. So  he  requested  a  second  hour  for  the 
program  to  enable  him  to  encompass  both  the 
internal  and  external  realities:  information  plus 
experience. 

We  are  pleased  to  be  able  to  accomodate  a  new 
two-hour  format  for  Bio-Meditation  to  evolve 
into  Bio-Cosmology.  We  can't  predict  what  ex- 
actly will  go  on  between  9  and  11  on  Sunday 
mornings,  but  we'll  be  happy  to  go  with  it.

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Report  to  the  Listener

As  this  fiscal  year  draws  to  a  close  (September  30),  we  anxiously  watch  the 
daily  income  figures.  As  you  will  see  in  next  month's  Report  to  the  Listener, 
our  subscription  income  has  been  holding  steady  over  the  last  two  years. 
While  this  might  not  be  so  bad,  given  all  the  changes,  it  is  not  keeping  us  up 
with  inflation!  As  we  have  done  a  better  job  of  accounting,  we  have  also  con- 
firmed that  we  are  not  making  very  much  money  on  Community  Events. 

In  the  year  to  come,  we  will  be  limiting  the  time  and  energy  that  go  into 
those  events.  There  will  be  fewer  and  those  we  have  will  be  related  to  program- 
ming and  outreach  thrust.  We  will  continue  the  Christmas  Fair,  although  it 
will  be  shorter  and,  we  hope,  cheaper  and  less  dominating  of  staff  time  and 
energy.  We  expect  to  make  as  much  money  on  it  as  last  year.  With  a  tight- 
er show.  Drop  me  (or  Mario)  a  line  to  share  your  suggestions  about  the  kind 
of  things  you'd  like  to  see  at  a  Christmas  event,  and  how  we  can  streamline. 

We're  planning  a  Gospel  Festival  next  month,  organized  by  KPFK's  Gospel 
programmer  Prince  Dixon,  along  with  Papa  Beasly  and  friends  of  KPFK. 

We  construct  our  yearly  budget  (look  for  details  next  month  in  this  space) 
based  on  "proven  income."  This  phrase  simply  means  that  we  attempt  con- 
servatively to  predict  the  next  year's  income  based  on  what  has  actually 
been  raised  in  the  past  year.  Each  dollar  we  raise  during  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember is  like  two  dollars  in  next  year's  budget:  it  adds  a  dollar  to  our  oper- 
ating budget  projections  for  next  year,  and  it  reduces  our  debt  by  a  dollar 
this  year.  If  our  income  during  September    exceeds  by  $20,000  the  amount 
we  projected  from  last  year  ($18,000),  we  will  be  able  to  maintain  our 
operation  at  about  the  same  level  as  it  has  Existed  currently.  If  we  fall  short 
of  this  higher  amount,  we  will  be  obliged  to  make  some  cuts  in  staff.  We 
will  be  writing  and  calling  many  who  have  pledged  during  the  past  few  months 
and  have  not  yet  honored  that  pledge.  We  will  also  be  calling  many  of  you 
whose  subscriptions  are  running  out  this  month. 

The  need  to  increase  our  subscription  income  by  this  substantial  amount  above 
projections,  results  from  a  lower  net  from  our  Community  Events.  The  gas 
crisis  has  been  partly  responsible  for  lower  attendance  at  some  of  our  events, 
but  also  we  have  instituted  better  accounting  procedures  which  allocated  more 
of  the  real  costs  of  the  events  to  their  balance  sheets,  resulting  in  a  lower  but 
more  realistic  net.  So,  instead  of  the  $55,000  we  had  projected  from  our  events, 
we  have  raised  $30,000.    One  more  contributing  factor:  during  the  last  year  we 
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projected  optimistically  that  we  would  increase  our  income;  this  was  a  gamble 
that  we  lost— income  remained  the  same.  We  knew  when  we  did  it  that  if  we 
were  not  successful  in  actually  raising  the  level  over  last  year,  we  would  be 
facing  some  staff  cuts  at  this  juncture,  and  thought  the  gamble  was  worth  trying. 
Look  for  complete  details  in  next  month's  Report,  for  your  information  and  of 
course  for  your  feedback. 

After  a  number  of  staff  changes  during  the  past  year,  KPFK's  News  and  Public 
Affairs  staff  and  programmers  have  been  gathering  resources  and  building  or- 
ganization. I  urge  your  attention  to  their  efforts  during  the  months  to  come. 

As  we  approach  the  1980s,  reflections  on  the  future  command  us  to  new 
boldness  in  planning.  We  must  believe  that  community  radio,  independent 
of  universities,  colleges,  government  and  industry,  can  thrive.  Southern 
California  can  and  should  support  KPFK  at  a  level  well  above  poverty.  The 
rewards  for  our  society,  ever  in  need  of  quality  communication,  will  be 
tangible.  It  is  a  great  mission  and  deserves  our  best.  Your  participation  in 
this. effort  is  key:  in  the  next  months  we  will  be  enlisting  your  help  in  build- 
ing the  subscriber  rolls  by  bringing  word  of  KPFK  to  your  friends  and 
neighbors.  If  each  one  of  you  can  get  one  new  subscriber,  KPFK  would 
flourish  incredibly,  with  less  on-air  fundraising!  It  can  be  done.

getting  to  know  you 


Your  response  to  our  "Demographic  Checklist"  (July/August  Folio) 
has  been  great!  By  mid-August,  we've  received  close  to  800  responses, 
or  about  8%,  which  is  far  above  average  for  this  sort  of  survey,  we've 
been  told.  If  you  intended  to  fill  yours  out  but  put  it  aside  and  forgot, 
please  feel  free  to  retrieve  it  from  its  pile  on  your  desk  and  do  it  now. 

The  information  we've  garnered  has  been  fascinating,  and  it  has  helped  us  get  a  much 
more  complete  picture  of  our  subscribers  than  we  had  before.  Not  just  the  straight 
demographics,  but  also  your  feelings  about  the  Folio  and  your  program  preferences. 
Much  of  the  information  is  still  being  processed,  but  here  are  a  couple  of  preliminary 
impressions. 

First  of  all,  you  want  more  on. your  favorite  programmers  in  the  Folio.  Articles,  pho- 
tos, profiles.  You  want  to  get  to  know  the  folks  "on  the  other  side"  of  the  microphones. 
We've  begun  work  on  this,  and  it's  going  to  be  a  priority,  as  time  and  space  permit. 

Next  most  important  is  the  cover.  You  want  the  Folio  to  present  a  better  front.  You 
want  it  to  be  more  impressive,  to  be  better  artistically,  to  "sell"  the  magazine.  To 
impel  folks  to  open  and  read  it.

The  best  idea  would  incorporate  the  words  "KPFK,"  "90.7  FM,"  "Pacifica  Radio, 
Los  Angeles,"  and  of  course  a  place  for  the  date.  It  would,  in  effect,  become  the 
Folio's  "logo,"  the  visual  identifying  framework  for  the  entire  magazine.  We  can't 
offer  you  money,  but  we'll  be  happy  to  get  you  published!  And  you'll  of  course 
get  credited  with  the  work,  so  everyone  will  know  about  your  artistic  accomplish- 
ment and  your  dedication  to  free  speech  radio.  Perhaps,  if  we  receive  many  good 
pieces,  we  can  run  them  in  the  Folio  for  subscriber  feedback,  and  have  everyone 
decide  on  the  final  choice.

The  Boatless   People 


By  Jay  Levin.

Sadlv  lacking  from  virtually  all  major  media  coverage 
of  The  Boat  People  is  this  perspective  offered  by  the 
Editor /Publisher  of  the  Weekly  in  the  August  10th 
issue.  We  are  pleased  to  share  it  with  our  subscribers. 

The  story  of  the  Vietnamese  refugees  has  everything: 
good  guys,  bad  guys,  life,  death,  cruelty,  compassion,  awe- 
dome  moments  of  relief,  Seventh  Fleet  rescues. . .  you  name 
it.  As  a  media  event,  it  is  terrific  stuff,  good  for  the  ratings, 
in  part  because  it  touches  on  a  lot  of  different  emotions, 
not  the  least  of  which  is  helplessness. 

But  there  is  some  history  behind  those  images  of 
pained  faces  floating  in  the  South  China  Sea.  They  didn't 
get  there  just  because  of  the  willfulness  of  the  Vietnamese 
government;  it's  a  bit  closer  to  home  than  that,  and  maybe 
helplessness  isn't  the  appropriate  response. 

A  few  points: 

In  late  1972,  the  U.S.  signed  a  treaty  with  the  Demo- 
cratic Republic  of  Vietnam  in  which,  under  Article  21,  it 
was  agreed  that  reparations  would  be  paid  by  the  U.S.  gov- 
ernment to  the  Vietnamese  because  of  the  devastation 
wrought  on  Vietnam.  This  wasn't  guilt  money;  it  was  a  tacit 
recognition  that,  for  the  sake  of  stability  in  the  East,  Viet- 
nam was  going  to  need  help  rebuilding.  As  part  of  that  un- 
derstanding, President  Nixon  wrote— and  made  public— a  let- 
ter to  the  Vietnamese  pledging  S3  to  54  billion  in  uncondi- 
tional aid. 

The  money  was  to  go  for  specific  needs:  tools,  seed, 
shelter,  refugee  relief.  Whatever  anyone  felt  about  our  in- 
volvement in  the  war,  the  fact  was  we  had  destroyed  that 
little  country's  economic  base.  Chemical  defoliants  poisoned 
up  to  one-third  of  the  farmland;  mass  artillery  and  B-52 
bombings  destroyed  more  and  drove  three  million  people 
into  the  cities. 

Left  Behind 

Chris  Mullin  described  the  situation  well  in  a  dispatch 
to  the  Pacific  News  Service: 

"When  the  communists  took  power  in  Saigon,  they  in- 
herited a  situation  possibly  more  difficult  than  that  facing 
any  other  revolutionary  government.  Because  the  sudden- 
ness of  their  victory  was  unexpected,  they  captured  almost 
the  entire  ruling  class  of  South  Vietnam.  The  Americans  had

time  to  take  with  them  only  about  20,000  of  their  most 
committed  friends.  Behind,  they  left  a  South  Vietnamese 
army  and  police  force  of  1 .2  million  men.  There  were  also 
over  300,000  civil  servants  and  a  huge  community  of  rich 
merchants  and  wheeler-dealers— mainly  of  Chinese  origin— 
none  of  whom  could  expect  to  maintain  their  old  lifestyle 
under  the  new  order. 

"How  they  sould  handle  the  old  ruling  class  was  by  no 
means  the  only  problem  facing  the  new  authorities  in  South 
Vietnam.  They  had  inherited  responsibility  for  an  economy 
which  was  almost  entirely  artificial.  Between  1946  and  1971 
America  poured  $15  billion  in  economic  aid  into  Vietnam. 
(Compared  with  $8  billion  for  India  and  $4  billion  for  the 
whole  of  Africa  over  the  same  period.)  By  the  time  the  Thieu 
regime  collapsed,  economic  and  military  aid  from  America 
was  running  at  around  $2  billion  a  year.  This  effectively 
paid  the  wages  of  the  vast  Thieu  army,  police  force,  and  ci- 
vil service;  it  financed  most  imports  of  raw  materials  and  a 
huge  supply  of  luxury  consumer  goods.  By  the  end,  the  A- 
mericans  were  even  importing  rice  on  a  large  scale. 

"To  make  matters  worse,  after  American  aid  abruptly 
ceased  there  were  a  series  of  disastrous  harvests  following 
floods  which  last  year  destroyed  one  fifth  of  the  country's 
livestock  and  inundated  500,000  homes,  mainly  in  the  rice- 
producing  Mekong  Delta. 


Farm  or  Leave 

"This  is  the  background  against  which  the  exodus 
from  Vietnam  should  be  considered.  To  meet  these  prob- 
lems the  new  authorities  have  had  to  introduce  a  very  aus- 
tere regime.  Rice  and  food  grain  have  been  rationed  to  1 3 
kilos  of  food  stuff  per  person  a  month.  Big  grain  merchants 
and  other  smaller  private  traders  have  been  expropriated. 
Those  without  jobs  are  being  encouraged  to  move  from  the 
cities  into  the  countryside  to  areas  of  uncultivated  land 
known  as  New  Economic  Zones. 

"The  result  is  that  many  of  those  who  have  previous- 
ly earned  their  living  as  administrators,  army  officers,  or 
small  traders— and  who  have  no  experience  at  manual  work- 
found  themselves  faced  with  a  choice  of  going  to  the  coun- 
tryside or  leaving  Vietnam.  Many  have  chosen  to  leave." 

Since  the  treaty  signing,  the  U.S.  has  not  given  the  Vi- 
etnamese a  dollar  in  aid  or  in  reparation;  in  fact,  Jimmy  Car- 
ter has  made  it  even  harder  on  them.  Playing  big  power  po- 
litics with  China,  he  pushed  through  an  embargo  on  trade 
with  Vietnam.  Carter  has  also  refused  to  normalize  relations 
with  Hanoi,  which  the  Vietnamese  have  been  willing  to  do 
since  the  fall  of  1978.  Under  pressure,  his  most  humanitari- 
an gesture  has  been  to  allow  Seventh  Fleet  ships  to  pick  up 
boat  people  they  encounter  (and  not,  as  boasted,  search  for 
them).  Meanwhile,  the  Voice  of  America  beams  broadcasts 
to  Vietnam  telling  of  the  homes  some  Vietnamese  have 
found  in  the  U.S.,  thereby  encouraging  others  to  leave. 

It's  pretty  clear  now  that  the  Carter  folk  were  accom- 
plices in  the  Chinese  invasion  of  Vietnam,  which  further 
screwed  up  the  country's  economy  and  inflamed  ancient  ra- 
cial animosities.  To  its  horror,  Vietnam  discovered  that  a 
large  part  of  its  huge  Chinese  community  turned  into  a  fifth 
column  during  the  invasion;  since  then,  the  Vietnamese  have 
been  cracking  down  on  the  Chinese,  giving  impetus  to  the 
latest  wave  of  emigration.  Even  so,  an  official  of  the  United 
Nations  High  Commission  for  Refugees  admitted  recently 
that  there  would  be  no  refugees,  no  boat  people,  no  drown- 
ings, if  a  little  economic  aid  were  available  from  the  U.S. 
Just  enough  to  make  up  for  the  damage  done  to  the  Vietna- 
mese economy. 

That's  what  I  think  about  when  I  watch  the  news. 
Some  friends  say  it's  just  more  Jimmy.  But  he's  got  help 
from  everyone  who  doesn't  think  we  owe  the  Vietnamese 
a  few  bucks  and  a  lot  more  sensitivity;  from  everyone  who 
isn't  pushing  Jimmy  to  act  differently. 
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We  arc  returning  your  KPFK  Folio  with 
our  regrets.  We  had  anticipated  a  more  refined- 
looking  program  and  would  prefer  not  to  sub- 
scribe.

MOVING- ADDRESS  CHANGES 

If  you  move,  your  Folio  will  not  be  forwarded  unless 
you  request  2nd  class  forwarding  from  the  Post  Office.    The 
best  way  to  expedite  an  address  change  and  assure  continued 
receipt  of  the  Folio  is  to  call  the  station  and  ask  for  subscrip- 
tions or  leave  your  name,  old  zipcode,  and  new  address  with 
the  switchboard.    There  is  an  address  change  form  on  the 
back  page  of  the  Folio  that  can  be  used  also.    Whenever  you 
do  an  address  change  with  us,  always  include  your  account 
number  at  the  top  of  your  Folio  label— that  will  insure 
instant  handling.    Address  changes  returned  to  us  by  the 
Post  Office  cost  us  25  cents  apiece  and  frequently  take  a 
month  to  be  returned  to  us.

THE  COMPUTER 

Our  computer  is  located  in  Berkeley,  which  saves  us  a 
lot  of  money  but  which  is  inconvenient.    We  send  subscrip- 
tions information  to  the  computer  twice  a  month.    Around 
the  middle  of  the  month  we  do  the  regular  Folio  label  run 
which  returns  the  Folio  labels,  bills,  renewal  letter  labels 
and  income  statements  a  few  days  later.    The  following 
week  we  do  a  "catch  up"  Folio  label  run  for  payments 
received  late  or  for  corrections  processed  after  the  regular 
run. 

Your  payment  may  not  go  into  the  computer  as 
quickly  as  you  might  think  because:  payments  go  to  our 
lockbox  at  the  Terminal  Annex  Post  Office  in  Los  Angeles, 
then  they  go  to  the  bank  and  the  bank  processes  the  pay- 
ments and  sends  them  to  us-through  the  mail.    This 
process  often  takes  more  than  a  week  from  the  time  you 
send  your  payment.    So,  if  you  send  your  check  around 
the  8th  of  the  month,  there's  a  good  chance  you  should 
receive  the  Folio  for  the  following  month  and  you'll  also 
avoid  duplicate  billing,  which  has  been  the  scourge  of  our 
subscriptions  system. 

BILL  PAYMENT 

Always  send  a  bill  with  your  check!    A  $15  payment 
received  without  a  bill  or  renewal  notice  might  be  credited 
as  a  Film  Club  payment,  a  straight  donation  to  the  station 
or  the  Expansion  Fund.    If  you  send  a  check  in  for  a 
pledge  payment  without  a  bill,  you  might  be  credited  for 
a  new  subscription  and  still  be  billed  for  your  original 
pledge.    Likewise,  if  you  send  a  payment  for  a  subscription 
renewal  on  a  company  check  without  a  renewal  notice, 
you're  likely  to  receive  a  new  subscription  at  your  com- 
pany address  and  still  receive  a  renewal  notice  for  your 
original  subscription.    So  always  be  sure  to  refer  to  your 
account  by  the  name  on  the  account  and  the  address  at 
which  you  receive  your  Folio. 

FIRST  CLASS  FOLIO  MAILING 

The  Folio  goes  out  by  2nd  Class  mail,  and  should 
take  2-5  days  to  get  most  places.  Theoretically,  2nd  Class 
gets  better  handling  than  our  old  non-profit  permit,  but 
our  experience  with  the  Post  Office  defies  theory.  First 
Class  mailing  is  available  for  $8  extra  per  year  (pro-rated 
at  75  cents  per  month  for  current  subscriptions).  This  is 
often  the  answer  for  slow  mailing  areas  like  Goleta,  Santa 
Barbara,  Leucadia,  Simi  Valley  or  Pearblossom-to  name  just 
a  few.  If  you  live  in  an  area  that  gets  relatively  prompt 
service  but  want  the  Folio  well  before  the  beginning  of 
the  month,  then  you  might  want  your  Folio  by  1st  Class. 

I  DIDN'T  GET  MY  FOLIO 

The  Folio  is  mailed  around  the  20th  of  the  month.    If 
you  have  not  received  your  Folio  by  the  first  of  the  month: 
(1)  check  your  subscription  expiration  date  on  the  previous 
Folio  label  (upper  right  hand  corner  of  label).    (2)  Make 
sure  you  haven't  moved  without  notifying  us.    (3)  If  you 
haven't  moved  and  are  currently  enrolled  as  a  subscriber, 
contact  your  local  postmaster  about  delivery.    (4)  send  us 
a  previous  Folio  label  with  an  explanatory  note  or  call  for 
a  new  Folio  to  be  sent  to  you.
